Local Industry Well Fitted To 
Hold Its Own with Any 
Los Angeles Plant 


Owing to pressure of city business 
the Sierra Mad re l’res> opened a Los 
Angeles office at 7 ui Citizens National 
Bank Building this wees. This will 
also be tue Los Angeies heailquiii te 
for the Sireru Madre News. 

The Press is starting immediately 
a publicity campaign in Los Angeies 
for the purpose of obtaining cominer- 
cial printing, using as its slogan. 
"Specialists in the n't 01 making type 
talk.'’ 

The justification for this slogan is 
found in the makeup oi the Press or¬ 
ganization. Associated with the Los 
T Angeles office will be one of the fore 
most advertising artists of tire coun¬ 
try, the man who created the Cold 
Dust Twins when with an advertis 
ing linn in New York; also one oi tin 
best known advertising promoters in 
Southern California. 

The business manager of tiie Prt - - 
has had wide experience in the New 
York advertising field, specializing 
in typographical layout and woiking 
with such men a \\ ill Bradley, who 
designs the Harpers, Century and 
Good Housekeeping,, Jay Chambers. 
Bruce Rogers. Teague and others 
whose names are nationally known. 

The print shop foreman was for 
nine years foreman of the largest 
printing plant in Los Angeles where 
he nud under bis direct supervision 
fifty-two publications and was re 
sponsible for over lire hundred em¬ 
ployees. 

The Press is out to get the business 
by giving service. The policy is no 
promises without delivery. The idea 
back of the Press organization Is not 
a print shop for local business only, 
but a print shop that cat go into the 
Los Angeles field and compete with 
the best shops there in pin lily oi 
work and promptitude of delivery, in 
two day this week, orders amount 
ing to tv.o hundred and fifty dollar 
were ta-.en away from the Los An 
geles shops and brought out to the 
Press on the score of quality of work. 

The management of the Press is 
following out the policy that ha been 
developed on the eastern coast of hav 
ing tiie more important commercial 
printing plants away from the large 
centers of industry. It has been 
proved by experience that many 
the more skilled workmen prefer Vii 
live and work in the outlying iffr 
tricts where they are less bothered 
with the interruptions of labor dl. 
putes. The owners of the plants have 
found that their overhead is le and 
the loss from labor turnover less mi 
der these circumstances. 

At present the Los Angeles print 
shops are working under eonsklcraule 
disadvantage owing to the recent 
strife which disrupted many of the 
largest plants in that city. Inexperi- • 
enced men have had to be employed. 
In many Instances the work has not 
been satisfactory nor has it been pos¬ 
sible to make deliveries on time. 

These conditions which are unfor 
• tunate for the Los Angeles shops, 
makt a very favorable opening tor 
the Press. As soon as its work be 
comes known, the Press will not need 
to worry about comp titlon. and the 
mai agemenl feel that a great indu: 
try which will be a decided asset to 
the city of Sierra Madre has been 
started here. As the demands of the 
business require, the plant will m 
expanded and it is expected that ulti 
mat-dy the Press will be one oi tin 
largest printing establishments on 
the coast. 

T ie Sierra Madre News is one de 
partment of the activities of the 
l're .s and it is planned to make il 
, an active force for the upbuilding 
and improvements of this city. The 
bac of tile project believe that tin 
favorable advertising thi city will re 
ceive through work o! the Sierra 
Madre Press will be no small item in ; 
the growth of the city.

It is next to impossible to stop a community of people with a 
fixed ideal, in the accomplishment of their desires. 

1 here are only three tilings that are requisite to the building 
on the site o! Sierra Madre an ideal city that shall be known from 
coast ip coast as it model residential district. 

-First, an ideal. 

Second, a community. 

And third, a clear understanding of the means of accomplish¬ 
ing the ideal. 

In the two editorial.- that 1 ave preceded in this space we have 
presented these in reverse order in the hoj>e of preparing the soil 
that the seed of an ideal when it fails upon it will take root and 
flourish.- 

Before we plant we must remove the weeds. 

L is a thankless job to remove the weeds and prepare it field 
for the planting. 

it is not a pleasant task to slap a drowning man in the face in 
order to make him exert his best efforts. 

But there comes a time in the life of every community when 
it cither has to lie slapped in t!-. ace or sink into the ocean of 
oblivion. 

That time seems to come when the population approaches the 
three thousand mark, \<dien the community discards the swadling 
clothes of a country village and puts on the first short pants of a 
city. 

The increase of population brings with it many problems, 
if these problems are grappled with early, a great deal of con¬ 
fusion and expense is spared the young city at a time when till 
oi its energy should be conserved to be used in healthy, normal 
growth. 

Vt hetlu 1 we wish it so or not, Sierra Madre is growing up. 

• i has cast aside the swadling clothes of a country village and 
'•as put on it- first short pants a a city, to venture out into tiie 
.' do and wicked world. 

l. we love Sierra Madre as we \ we do, we will play the part 
oi the wise parent and prepare it in advance for the problems it 
will have to meet. 

Tue young child needs proper food, 
ft needs the light sort of clothes to wear, 
it needs a trained and experienced tutor who will watch every 
step of its growth and nurse it into healthy, normal manhood. 

I’hc food of a city is its people, and too much care cannot he 
taken in these early days to see that it has only such food as it 
can digest, citizens who will love the things that Sierra Madre has 
to otter, and, loving them, have the interest of tiie city at heart. 

vie must go out into the market place and select the food for 
the growing infant, ihe onlj way this can be done is to keep a 
picture of tiie ideal city we propose to build and are building here, 
tiel'ore the world. The logical means of accomplishing this is your 
newspaper. The city of Atascadero is being built today out of a 
tract of land, tin idea, and a newspaper. The newspaper is en¬ 
dowed by the management. It has been given a plant as big and 
as modern as that of any of the me ropolitan dailies, and the only 
dividend it is asked to pay is the dividend of human souls. 

Tiie clothes of a city are its houses of residence and its public 
buildings. We cannot expect a healthy municipal growth Imilt 
upon shacks and temporary structures. 

Vi e must be linn in demanding that our growing child has 
proper clothes, lest its health be i in paired and it be made to suffer 
all ol its days I mm il! acquired in its youth. The logical means 
of pioviding proper clothes is a building and loan association. The 
city oi Los Angeles has been built by boosters and building and 
loan associations. A building and loan association has come into 
our city, oilering a safe investment for our money in a firm with 
an authorized capital of .Tin.OOO.OOi), and an investment that will 
provide our city with the clothes il needs to insure its health in 
the days of its youth. 

The trained and experienced tutor of a city is the organization 
of paid specialists in municipal affairs, who will devote all of their 
time to the welfare of the glowing youth. This is a man-sized 
job. No one minimi es the work of city officials. They are giving 
everything they can and more than they should be expected to 
giw in view of the nature of their office. These men and women ! 
are not philanthropists, and if they were, the nature of our social 
system demand that they have their professions, their vocations, 
their daily dutic: to perform in the fulfillment of their individual 
destinies. We present them with the honor and glory of office, 
tell them to go e se here to earn their daily living, and then sit 
back, deluding ourselves with the belief that we have done our 
duty by our community. 

Communities everywhere are waking up to the fact that they 
get just what they pay for, and that the honor of office does not 
go very far as pay in this busy world. 

IL is no small job to build a city. It is work that requires 
training, continuous study and sustained, aggressive effort. 

'there are men who have made profession of city building, 
these men tell us that the most successful tutor for a growing 
city is a standardized Chamber of Commerce ,an effective paid 
organization that bears no resemblance whatever to the hope¬ 


lessly inadequate admiration society that so many choose to think 
of as a chamber of commerce. 

A professional city builder stands ready to give us such an 
organization, a man who has built such organizations in Long 
Beach, Redondo, Glendale, Sawtelle and Fresno. If these other 
cities have profited, why not Sierra Madre? There is no experi¬ 
ment about it. We may go to these cities and see what they have 
done and are doing today. 

But before we can do any of these things, we must have a 
community, and the geographical juxtaposition of two thousand 
people does not make a community any more than a menagerie of 
caged animals makes a pack. 

There must be what the scientists call a community conscious¬ 
ness, which is nothing more nor less than a common love for the 
town in which we live and a desire to make it the best kind in 
the world. 

Community consciousness in action is team work directed to¬ 
ward a common goal. 

The time honored method of developing community conscious¬ 
ness is the city forum, whether this f orum be the marble structure 
of tome or the empty barrels and packing boxes clustered about 
the' Round Oak stove in country grocery store. 

All community progress starts w ith two or three citizens get¬ 
ting; together and talking it over. This is the city forum. 

ft is one of the saddest things about our busy life of today that 
we have lost the gentle art of getting together and talking it 
over. 

Not given the time to think it through, we pervert our city 
forum into an outlet for our personal antagonism, a place to blow 
off steam. 

We have so little time to talk that when one or two of us do 
get together on the street corner, we blow off much as follows, 
and go upon our way: “What Sierra Madre ought to have is a 
goad fire that would burn up about half of its store buildings.” 
“So and So is killing this community by charging such outrageous 
prices for his goods.” “Isn’t it an outrage that we should allow 
sue:i shacks to be built in our residence districts?” “This town is 
dead on its feet. Why don’t we have a public park, and a play¬ 
ground f or our children ; and there’s that strip of land over there. 
Why don’t somebody get busy and build it city automobile camp.” 

'Phis growling and grumbling in the public forum is one of the 
mo-a helpful signs. 

\11 progress starts with dissatisfaction; but it does not stop 
there. 

Vv e have got to think the thing through. 

Nobody is going to right our wrongs but us; and the first step 
in righting them is to begin thinking and talking constructively. 

The only way we can think and talk constructively is to have 
it very definite common goal toward which to work. 

It is a curious thing, but very few of us are willing to spend 
oil) thought, effort and money for a means to an end. 

We never in the world could have carried a bond issue on the 
abstract theory of lire protection; but the wise promoters of the 
sstie placed in the public square the first fire engine, and we, like 
hildren that we ace. looked at the beautiful glittering thing and 
wanted and paid for it. What we bought was a much greater 
thing than what we saw in the public square. It was the protec- 
tio i of our lives and homes from the cruel destruction of fire. It 
was the marshalling of the progressive element of the community 
into a vital organization that w ill be of untold value in the up¬ 
building of the city. It was a beautiful building. It was the 
establishment of a social center that will be an untold power for 
good. And more than all, it was the first step of the infant city 
learning to walk. 

Having taken the first step, the next step will come more 
auily. II' it is necessary to provide a glittering object to encour¬ 
age the infant city to take its next step, why should we hesitate? 

’In its next issue, the News will endeavor to do its part in pro¬ 
viding this glittering object. 

But the News needs your help. 

I t't us for once in our life cast aside all restraint and give free 
way to out dreams. Costs are not an element in our considera¬ 
tion. We want to paint for ourselves an ideal to work toward. 
Let us set up in the City Square the model city of our dreams. 

W hat would you like to see in Siena Madre? 

Sign your name or not. hut write the News today. 

Or, if you prefer, come in and talk it over. 

There is no limit set upon our dreams, and once having them 
clearly visualized, we will have the magnet to orient our efforts, 
the driving power of an ideal that will put into effect the great 
potentialities that lie latent in our community, the glittering thing 
that has greater power than we know in teaching our child city 
to walk. 

Let us paint a picture of our dream city that will make us thrill 
with the inspiration of great things greatly done, and no power 
under heaven can stop us from striding straight to the forefront 
of our desires.

Examinations Made Under Law 
Diphtheria Carriers Found 
and Quarantined 


As there has been considerable 
misapprehension in regard to the ac¬ 
tion of the School Board in reference 
to the diptheria situation, Mrs. Janies 
Hawks, clerk of the hoard was inter¬ 
viewed to get the exact facts. 

-Mrs. Hawks states that when 
school opened, it was not possible to 
allow the city health officer to ex¬ 
amine the children as such examina¬ 
tions can be made only by a physi¬ 
cian or nurse certificated by the state 
and Dr Jackson has not been so cer- 
ti heated. 

When fresh eases broke out among 
the children attending school, show- 
in that carriers were present, the 
matter was taken up with Dr. Tel¬ 
fair of the State Board of Health. He 
advi eel the Board to call in a certi- 
lleated nurse and have cultures taken 
from the throats of all the children 
attending the school. This was done 
the next day. 

The parents of a number of the 
children refused to have them ex¬ 
amined so they were sent home and 
the parents notified that, since they 
refused the examination by the state 
representative, It would be necessary 
lor them to have their family physi¬ 
cian, or any physician they might 
choose, take cultures from the throats 
of the children and turn them over 
to the health officer for test, before 
the children could return to school. 

The cultures taken by the nurse 
have resulted in the discovery of six 
carriers of the germ so far. These 
children have been quarantined and 
the health authorities hope shortly' 
to have the disease stamped out. 

Mrs. Hawks stated further that 
■ome of the parents of the children 
excluded iroin the school had tefused 
to have them examined by any doc¬ 
tor whatsoever and insisted that the 
children be allowed to return. In 
' iew ol the fact that so many car¬ 
rier. have been found and that the 
Board has aeted throughout under 
the written direction of the County 
Superintendent, as well as by the ad- 
Viee of the State Health Officer and 
1 be I ity Health Officer, the majority 
oi the Board are lirm in their (le¬ 
ts ion to exclude the children until 
tiny are advised to the contrary by 
some competent authority. 

As the members of the Board have 
been annoyed by telephone calls, at 
the meeting on Wednesday the fol- 
owlng resolution was passed: "The 
Board requests that in the future all 
complaints be presented either in 
writing or in person at the Board 
meeting. Also that notice of the 
titiovc request be given by the clerk 
to tiie Sierra Madre News for jdtbli- 
catiou. The Board will willingly 
gi' e consideration to such complaints. 

Mrs. Hawks also said that the 
•oani wished to correct any false 
impression that might exist in re¬ 
am! to transportation of the school 
children. That they had had the 
matter under consideration lor some 
lime but so far had not been able to 
arrange lor transportation at any 
figure that the school funds would 
Permit, the lowest bid thev had re- 
c. ived being eighty live dollars per 
mom b for the kindergarten children 
That they .wre -till XV,.,-,vine 
on the question but could promise 
nothing at present. 


Plan Suggested 

Success Elsewhere 


In the proposed expansion of the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce, 
the directors have decided to emulate 
the example of Glendale; that is, to 
adopt a similar plan. That present 
influential and effective Chamber of 
Commerce dates from January, 1921. 
Prior to that time they had a mem- 
hv ship of 80, and dues of 82 a year, 
and there was a competing organiza¬ 
tion of similar proportions. The two 
w- re united in a great campaign di¬ 
rected by Janies O. Stevenson, and the 
result was a thorough fusing of Glen¬ 
dale civic forces. Five hundred and 
forty members pledged to pay annual 
dues of 82f> a year for three years 
were enrolled in the campaign, and a 
strong coalition board of directors 
was elected. 

By following the plans laid out by 
Mr. Stevenson, the chamber has 
achieved a phenomenal success. The 
membership has grown to 900, and a 
8100.000 home to serve as civic head¬ 
quarters for Glendale is under con¬ 
struction. The chamber lias not only 
a full time secretary, but an assistant 
secretary and three stenographers and 
clerks, who are all kept busy working 
for Greater Glendale. 

In reorganizing, with the guidance 
of the builder of Glendale’s chamber, 
Sierra Madre may confidently expect 
to herself enter n new era when the 
new organization gets under way.
